AT KENOSHA. 


Decoration day of this year will be 


a noteworthy one^in the civic annals of 
Kenosha. On, that occasion not only wilt 
the' grave's oK<le«i sotjdisrs in the little- 
c'eujcteryfon- tbe- hirb be -wreathed with 
flow.crs, but additional honors wiil be 
p'adi the occtfpants in a beautiful monu- 
ment which is to be dedicated to their 
memory. Z. G. Simmons, for over half 
a century resident of the thriving town 
by the lake, is the giver "of this splendid 
•shaft which rears itself in the town park. 
,Mr. Simmons did not go to the front 
with the other Kenosha men in the early 
'(iOs. .He. stayed at home to run the 
general store and the bank nnd share the 
profits of both with the wives and chil- 
dren left by the men who did shoulder 
muskets.. The living soldiers who return- 
ed have had reason to bless the nian who 
stayed behind. 
Those who never came 


back have always held a place in his 
memory, arid this year,; Mr. Simmons 
makes public his intense and patriotic 
interest in both the living and the dead 
defenders of the flag of the Union. 


The monument decorates the portion 


of the square in front of the classical li- 
brary building, nlso the gift of Mr. Sim- 
mons. This library is a memorial to his 
eldest son, Gilbert M. Simmons. The in- 
ner wall of the great portico bears the 
name, which will go down to posterity 
adorning one of tho most magnificent 
proofs a man may give of love for his 
fellow man. The library is to hold 25,- 
000 volumes, all of which will be placed 
at the disposal of the public. 
The li- 


brary has :i capacity of 100,000 books, 
and "the prediction of those who know 
best the generous donor of both monu- 
ment nnd library point to the lilting of 
all the shelves by him. 


This library building, with its furnish- 


ings. nnd books, and the monument, cost 
over $250,000. The monument is sixty- 
five feet high, and made of granite. It is 


the form of a simple. Corinthian col- 


umn, springing from n broad base, which 
lias wide low steps leading to it. 
The 


top of the column is crowned by the tig- 
ure of an angle with outstretched wings. 
The pnrk which claims these two Rifts, 
is covered with fresh grass nnd planted 
with trees and shrubs in great variety. 
The square is surrounded by some of the 
finest homes in Kenosha.

Toted to showing from the captured rec- 
ords of the Philippine insurgents that 
Aguinaldo, whom certain people in this 
country deify as- the embodiment of patri- 
otism and love of liberty, has been a plot- 
ter against the interests oi the Vnited 
States in Luzon; thai instead of being mi 
ally of this government the insurgent, 
leader prearranged the attack upon our 
troops; that he declared war upon inir 
troops at tho time of the attack, and is 
entitled to no consideration at the hands 
of this government while he is resisting 
the sovereignty of thin nation over the 
islands, 


Mr, 'Spooner also demonstrated, that 


ih«re i sno issue of imperialism and anti- 
imperialism in this country': that ell'orts 
to make such issue here is cruel to our 
.artoy in Lu::on; that tho president has no

Indiana has now a good law wMch, if

The 'law provides that all persons 
who establish private \voodlands or for- 
ests, each acre to -have not less than 170 
trees planted upon it, shall pay an As- 
sessed valuation of only $1 per acre. The 
prescribes cicrtain legal procedures which 
must' be carried out, and, says an ac- 
count, no horses, cattle, sheep or goats 
may 'be pastured until the trees are four 
indies in diameter. The Forester says 
that as many as twenty-eight land own- 
ers in a single county liave- taken advan 
tage of the law.

for from three to eighty acres. The ben- 
efit of .-the law cannot be claimed until 
tho trees (ire three years old, but the ulti- 
mate advantage to land owners

interest to the strauger in. Washington. 
Even when. lh« coiu't is not iu session 
the. chamber in wliich.il sits is viewed by 
a constant stream of visitors, who enter 
it with an air almost- of reverence; Ordi- 
narily it is the dullest place when men- 
asbcmble-to do business.1.--The-decorum 
is-painiu'l, but-thin does'not deter the 
American citizen who ' comes to inspect 
the scat of "government- from lingering 
fondly about the. place.. When the Ken-, 
tucky 'case ivns argued, not only was 
the co.ttrt'roqm."crowded, but a long-line1 


of people waited outside for a chan'cc to 
slip through the. door. The manner of 
these pilgrims'to the- shrine of the law 
does not indicate any loss of respect by 
the plain people for -this august body. 
The two places in Washington-where the 
vandal stands in awe are the supreme 
'court-and the - White 'House, and in tlin 
latter place the"-nik-hat; not beeiHiiva'ri- 
a-ble,. ;In all other public-places may be 
found dirty -fingerprints 'of the vandal. 
The monument U chipped,-'statues arc 
marred, fragments are cut from the fur- 
niture, and )taugiugs...of the senate and. 
house of representatives, and names have 
been scratched-intu the marble and on 
the bronze doors, but something holds 
the most ruthless-in check when 
he 


comes to t|ie supreme court. 


.This court- is the ore place where great 


fomality is observed, and witnessing the

Agnes, for 


WOMAN'S CLUBS OF TWO KINDS. 
Chicago Tribune: A good opportunity 


or comparing the women's clubs of 
America and of England is afforded by 
two magazine articles, one in tfhe West- 
minster Review by Julia M. A. Hawks'ey 
and the other in Frank Leslie's Monthly 
by Jennie June Croly. 
There appears 


,o he a well-marked difference between 
the American and the English, ideas. Co- 
operation of women for reform purposes 
is the dominant idea, on this side of the 
Atlantic, while in England the women's 
clubs are maintained mainly for social 
pleasure aud tho convenience of their 
members. 
The English women's clubs, 


resemble more closely the men's dubs, 
while the American institution is more 
like an offshoot from the old debating 
society. 


There are said to be 500,000 clubwomen 


in the United States, of whom 95 pei 
cent, are married, Sorosis, the first 
most important club of its kind, start«d 
the federation idea in ISS9. and in foui 
vours t!he federation numbered nearly DOO 
clubs. 
The idea !ia,s spread so rapidh 


that (.here are now thirty-four states »i 
federated. New York state alone contain 
ing .10.000 women belonging to a state 
federation of 22S clubs. It is significnu 
that the first organization Founded bj 
and for women exclusively in New York 
was in the nature of a revolt against tli 
tyranny of a masculine missionary boiml 
.which gladly took all tlic funds t-he wo 
men could gather but refused tliem an; 
voice in the distribution of the money 
The rtwult was the Women's Home am 
Foreign Missionary society, which 'iia 
worked a revolution in its domnin. 


Mis. Croly also reminds her reader 


that forty years ago there wore nn set. 
ular organizations of women, no colk-g< 
for women, and few collegiate schools t 
w-lneb they migliL hope lo I* sdmitte.'

absolute statements can be made, so 
much depends on tbe conditions under 
whicb thinning Is to be clone. There 
ar" certain things, however, which 
must be considered in any ease. Thin- 
ning should be delayed until there Is no 
further danger of premature dropping 
of fruit from lack of pollination, tbe 
effect of frosts or other accidental 
CUIISPS.
